The firſt contains, in a whole page, the hiſtory of the garden 
of Eden from the creation of man to his expulſion out of it, and 
the principal events in the life of Adam: his naming. the 
beaſts, Eve taken out of his ſide, brought to him with a charge 
of obedience; tempting him ; the ſerpent twined round the tree, 
with a human face ; God curſing the man, woman, and ſerpent 
now like a gooſe, with feet, wings, and a curled tail; an angel 
driving out the pair; Eve ſpinning; Adam digging; the Deity 
with angels beholds Adam dead, and conveys him away. Abel 
kneeling at an altar, a hand from heaven points to the ſacrificed 
lamb: while the other offering appears unnoticed, and Cain 
retires frowning, and then breaks his brother's head with a Club. 
In the centre of the garden is a fountain over the four ſtreams, .
